Chalk up another victory 


for Wilmington

WILMINGTON - The town 
showed another winning hand 
in its protracted battle to pre- 
vent New England ‘Transrail 
(NET) from constructing a 
waste reloading facility in 
Wilmington. 

Last week, in a surprising 
move, NET withdrew its 
request for reconsideration of 
the. Surface Transportation 
Board's (STB) May 3, 2005 deci- 
sion to dismiss the petition for 
federal exemption. Now, NET'S 
only option for pursuing the 
matter is to start the entire 
process over again at square- 
one with a re-filing. 

On May 3, 2005, the STB voted 
unanimously to dismiss NET’s 
petition for federal exemption 
for the construction of a reload 
facility slated for construction 
at the contaminated Olin 
Chemical site at 51 Eames

Street in South Wilmington and 
in close proximity to the 
Woburn town line. 

A federal exemption for the 
proposed NET reload facility 
would override all local and 
state regulations. Wilmington 
and Woburn have vehemently 
opposed the project, which 
would transload various mate- 
rials, including construction 
debris, contaminated soils, liq- 
uid chemicals, newsprint, non- 
hazardous waste, and other 
products, from trucks to(rail 
road cars. The facility, as pro- 
posed, would include grinding 
and processing activities. 

Roughly 400 truck trips per 
day may be generated by the 
facility, depending on the suc- 
cess of the business, and one 
train with roughly 25. cars 
would likely run per day on a 
six day per week schedule. It is

Mistreated & disrespected 
in Tewksbury ~ 


‘Tewksbury resident, Donna Gacek was subjected to some 
rather poor manners during the Tewksbury Board of Selectmen 
méeting of June 22. 

Gavek sefVes on Tewksbury’s Cable Advisory Committee and 


also works as the Executive Director of Wilmington’s _ 


Community Television (WCTV), 

She first appeared before the Board during its June 7th meet- 
ing advocating that the town include public access television 
into the new Comeast contract. To do so would create a slight 
increase-in subscriber rates. At the conclusion of her June 7th 
appearance, the Board was left with several concerns, not the 
least of which was the potential for controversial tnaterial 
being aired. 

‘To address the Board's concerns, Gacek assembled er of 
her contemporaries from various cable systems throughout the 
area to help address the Board's concerns. 

An impartial viewer of the videotape would be hard pressed to 
believe that Gacek and her associates were invited guests. 
Chairman Joseph Gill carried an air of grudging impatience 
throughout the discussion. 

It was during the discussion of the potential for controversial 
material being aired that things got a bit out of hand. 

Paul Berg, Executive Director of Newton’s Cable Access sys- 
tem (NewT'V) broached the subject of controversial material. 
He explained that establishing a non-profit organization, such 
as NewTV or WCTY, in Tewksbury would provide a desirable 
distance between thé municipality and the potentially contro- 
versial programming. As it stands, Tewksbury’s local cable 
television is controlled directly by the local government. Berg 
stated that if a hate group, such as the Klu Klux Klan, request- 
ed airtime and was denied, it would set the stage for a poten- 
tial first amendment lawsuit against the Town. 

The mere utterance of the name of hate group during.an infor- 
mational discussion apparently provided for an ideal opportu- 
nity to grandstand. 

Gill interjected angrily that, on behalf of the Tewksbury resi- 
dents, no such group would ever get an opportunity to-espouse 
their views on Tewksbury's airwaves. Berg stated calmly and 


plainly that the American Civil Liberties would jump at: the: 


chance for that kind of lawsuit and stated further, presumably 
from knowledge of case history, that Town would not be suc- 
cessful in defending against such a lawsuit. 

At that point in the meeting, the normally coolheaded 
Selectman Charles’ Coldwell declared that the presentation had 
disintegrated into an adversarial debate. 

"You've upset me, you’ve disrespected this Board," Coldwell 
exclaimed just before throwing his microphone on the table in 
a rather melodramatic fashion and threatening to personally 
remove Berg from the meeting. 

Coldwell then left his seat and walked away from the table, 
because he, "didn’t want to listen to this anymore." 

‘The tantrum was an extremely uncharacteristic display from 
Coldwell, a seasoned selectman who has participated in town 
government for better than 30 years. 

Berg was doing nothing more than imparting information, but 
KS agreed not to discuss controversial programming any fur- 

er. 

The abrupt conclusion to the conversation was regrettable, 
since Tewksbury residents were not given an opportunity to 
explain how a non-profit organization might somehow provide 
a buffer between the Town and first amehdment lawsuits.

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EPA unveils Aberjona River clean-up plan 


Proposal carries a $257 million price tag 


By GORDON VINCENT 
WOBURN While the 
Environmental Protection 


» Agency (EPA) unveiled the 
components of its’ proposed 
$25.7 million cleanup plan for a 
2mile section of the Aberjona 
River last week at the 
Shamrock Elementary School, 
one question remained unan- 
swered: 

Who will pay for it? 

EPA executive Joseph LeMay 
said the agency “has been 
working to identify potentially 
responsible parties” for the pol- 
lution, including arsenic and 
other chemicals that need to be 
removed from the river. 

“Our steps will to be to issue a 
notice (to the potentially 


responsible parties) and then to 
discuss about moving forward,” 
said LeMay. “The identification 
process occurs at the same 
time, before the record of deci- 


discussions with them.” 

Last week's meeting was a 
forum that opened the 30-day 
public comment period, which 
will climax with a public hear- 
ing on the cleanup proposal on 
Wednesday, July 27, back at the 
Shamrock School. 

The EPA will also receive 
comments via fax, e-mail or let- 
ter until Aug. 1.

The area includes the former 
Wells G&H site, between 
Olympia Avenue and Salem

Had EPA chosen to go 
with the most expensive reme- 
dial option in each instance, the 
project's cost would have been 
in the range of $200 million.

LeMay replied the contamina- 
tion in those areas was not con- 
sidered to contain “an unac- 
ceptable ecological risk.” 

Any contaminated sediment 
taken out of the river must be 
disposed of at a “licensed facil- 
ity,” according to LeMay. 

In response to a question 
about the time frame for the 
project, LeMay said it is essen- 
tially open-ended at this point, 
with one of the primary factors 
the progress of discussions with 
the potentially responsible par- 
ties who will pay for: the 
cleanup. 

“Then there will be the design 
process,” said LeMay. “It's 
going to take a little while.” 

City Council President Paul 
Medeiros said he was con- 
cerned about the swiftness of 
the “timing and notification 
process.” 

“We only got a notice of this 
meeting 7-10 days ago,” said 
Medeiros, “People are winding 
down for the summer. It's going 
to be difficult for the city of 
Woburn to get comments in 30 
days.” 

LeMay said EPA has tried to 
make the process as public as 
possible for the last 2-3 years, 
and noted the 30-day period for 
the response time was mandat- 
ed, not an arbitrary number 
that he devised. 

“I'm sure if we get (requests 
for)~extensions, there will be 
considerations toward them,” 
said LeMay. 

Asked by Medeiros if someone 
who bought property in the pro- 
ject's range within the past five 
years or so would be considered 
a potentially responsible party, 
LeMay responded that recent 
acquisitions are protected by 
the Brownfields Act under an 
“innocent land owner” exemp- 
tion. 

“No one has been identified as 
liable yet,” he added. 

Medeiros said he would be 
reluctant to see one of the city's 
businesses go bankrupt paying 
for a portion of the cleanup. 

“Believe it or not, the agency 
doesn't want to bankrupt any 
responsible party either,” said 
LeMay.

Ten locals will join Pan Mass Challenge 


Ten residents from 
Wilmington will ride in the 
Pan-Massachusetts Challenge 
(PMC), the most successful 
athletic fundraiser in the 
nation, on Aug. 6 and 7. They 
will be among the more than 
4,000 cyclists from 35 states 
and six countries who will 
ride in the 26th annual event, 
which is co-presented by the 
Boston Red Sox and 
Overstock.com. 

‘Their collective goal is to 
raise $21 million for lifesaving 
cancer research and treat- 
ment- for cancer patients at 
Dana-Farber Cancer Institute 
and around the world. 

PMC cyelists range in age 
from 15 to 80, and while some 
are weekend warriors, others 
are trained triathletes. The 
camaraderie shared by 
cyclists, volunteers, and sup- 
porters, many of which have 
been members of the PMC 
family for more than 20 years, 
is among the PMC's greatest 
attributes. Nearly 200 PMC 
eyclists are cancer survivors 
and thousands of riders have 
Jost loved ones to the disease, 
Still more ride in honor of 
those in treatment, in¢luding 
Dana-Farber doctors riding 
alongside their patients. 
Nearly 2,200 PMC volunteers 
will support cyclists along 
their journey. 

‘Unfortunately, everyone 
has a connection to cancer in 
some way," says Billy Starr, 
PMC founder and executive 
director. "The PMC gives peo- 
ple an outlet to do what they 
can with their despair, ener- 
gy, and motivation to rid the 
world of cancer." 


In the past 25 years, the 
PMC has raised. and con- 
tributed more than $122 mil- 
lion to the Jimmy Fund. No 
other athletic event raises or 
contributes. more money to 
charity than the PMC, which 
is among the most efficient 
nonprofit organizations in the 
country, last year giving 97 
cents of every riderraised dol- 
lar directly to the Jimmy 
Fund. The PMC fundraising 
minimum is $2,000 and $3,000, 
depending on the route cho- 
sen, yet the average PMC 
cyclist raises $5,000.

New legal guide shows...

Landtords' Legal Guide in 
Massachusetts, (Sourcebooks, 
Inc., 2002) Nortlr Reading attor- 
ney Joseph DiBlasi is attempt- 
ing to educate landlords on 
their rights as well as their 
responsibilities.

“fluff books.” 

“The books I found were 
written for national consump- 
tion.

As the Landlord's Rights 
description notes, “This book 
thoroughly explains what to do 
and how to do it, with forms, 
flowcharts and examples from 
actual cases.” 

The book is complete with 
step-by-step’ instructions ‘and 
the forms landlords need, it 
can 

significantly reduce the 
costs and potential liability a 
landlord can face. It explains 
and gives guidelines for: 

tenant's application, evic- 
tions, claims on security 
deposits, bad check notices, 
abandoned property rules, 
suits for back rent, pets, dis- 
crimination laws, and mainte- 
nance rules. 

DiBlasi has been finding 
the books are fairly successful. 
He has also been getting some 
very positive feedback from 
readers. 

He knows that a large num- 
ber of attorneys have pur- 
chased the book. However, he 
states that the book is not writ- 
ten in legal talk they appreci- 


_ ate but in the straight forward 


language the layperson can 
read. 

“I've been getting a lot of 
kind words from people who 
have picked up the book,” he 
said. “They ask questions 
about some things they are 
currently facing.” 

According to DiBlasi, the 
landlord is faced with tenants 
who know their rights and 
even have government publica- 
tions informing them of those 
rights. However, before the 
book there was nothing for the 
landlord. 

“This book lets the landlord 
know there is somebody there 
for them,” DiBlasi said. 

An important feature of the 
book is the fact that {t not only 
contains the informatiori prop- 
erty owners need, it also con- 
tains several detachable pages 
of forms that can be used in 
legal matters. In fact the pur- 
chaser is encouraged to use 
the forms right from the book. 

“We give them permission 
to make copies (of the 
forms),” DiBlasi said.

According to DiBlasi, the 
best protection a landlord has 
is to maintain the property as if 
it were a small business propo- 
sition. This includes running 
background and_ credit checks 
on any possible tenants, before 
the leases are signed. 

He said, “The most common 
mistake is being too quick to 
allow a tenant to move in, with- 
out doing a proper check. 
About 90 percent of landlords’ 
problems would not materialize 
if proper checks were done.” 

.DiBlasi also avers, “Good 
tenants will be drawn to good 
landlords. A landlord who 
knows what a tenant's rights 
and obligations are will also 
know the landlord's rights and 
obligations. 

“Someone who doesn't know 
this will get bad tenants.” 

According to DiBlasi, even a 
person applying for a minimum 
wage job in today's society can 
expect to have a complete 
background d check done. The 
landlord has the right to do the 
same criminal, credit and 
rental history checks before 
allowing a stranger in his or 
her property and the cliecks 
can be done for a very modest 
fee. 

These rules apply to small 
commercial property owners 
as well. 

“My whole theme of the 
book is to treat (rental proper- 
ty ownership) as a business,” 
DiBlasi said. “It is a business, 
not just someone being a good 
neighbor.”

rant if they didn't know how to 
cook. By the same token they 
shouldn't be opening a rental 
property business without 
knowing what they are and are 
not liable for. 

However, DiBlasi also notes 
that the book is only a guideline 
for the property owner. As with 
any other small business, the 
landlord should also retain the 
services of a licensed attorney 
to help with the more complex 
legal matters. 

“The book was not written to 
replace an. attorney,” DiBlasi 
said. “It can't do that. 

“The book was’ written 
because a landlord often con- 
sults an attorney after they 
make a mistake.” 

According to DiBlasi, a good 
attorney will have all the 
resources available that a land- 
lord will need when they are in 
trouble, He stressed that a land- 
lord needs the training, experi- 
ence and the understanding of 
case law that an attorney can 
provide. 

He added, “The landlord 
would still need an attorney to 
represent him or her in court in 


, case of evictions or other legal 


‘matters.”

Steven Spielberg and Tom 
Cruise's "War. of the Worlds" 
update of H.G. Wells' sci-fi 
‘dlassic of attackers from the 
skies went on the fast-track 
late last summer, when a 
narrow window opened in 
Spielberg and Cruise's sched- 
ules. Their lack of time to 
spend on the project shows, 
especially in the all-too- 
happy ending. 

: "War of the Worlds" is 
somewhat disjointed and 
episodic, and at times plays 
like 32’short films about alien 

“invasions. Asa divorced dad, 
Cruise alternates through a 
succession ' of explosive 
action scenes and uninspired 
exchanges with his two kids. 

Among disappointments of 
modern Hollywood, "War of 
the Worlds" ranks with 
“Pearl Harbor" and the 
"Planet of the Apes" remake, 
two other bloated spectacles 
conceived as blockbusters 
first, human dramas second. 

: Millions are dying, yet 
‘unlike the wonderful blend of 
humanity and horror in 
George Pal's 1953 take on 
Wells' story, this "War of the 
Worlds" presents the masses 


as anonymous cattle who dis- 
appear in ‘poofs’ of dust 
when caught in the attack- 
er's deadly rays. 

The only three people who 
matter here are Cruise's 
Ray, an undependable father, 
his 10-year-old daughter, 
Rachel (Dakota Fanning), 
and his teenage son, Robbie 
(Justin Chatwin). 

Wejre talking civilization 
on the ropes, about to go 
down, and Spielberg com 
bines this with a tale of a 
manchild who only learns to 
be a responsible father when 

space invaders land in his 
backyard. 

The skies turn blackish 
bolts of blue lightning zap 
the earth, and towering 
machines bust out of the 
ground, wandering about on 
three legs and zapping peo 
ple into dust and buildings 
into rubble. 

Some visual effects, 
notably the alien tripods 
emerging, are remarkable 
and thrilling. Elsewhere, par- 
ticularly in battle scenes 
involving the futile American 
military, Spielberg falls back 
on loud sound effects, col- 
ored lights beyond the hori- 
zon and close-ups of Ray and 
his terrified kids, as though 
time did not permit the film- 
makers to finish the visuals 


on the drawing board. 

Special effects aside, the 
script contains some strange 
plot ponts that don’t jive with 
the viewer, such as the fact 
that Cruise and company 
somehow find and steal the 
only working vehicle in the 
city of New York (aside from 
military apparatus), and the 
aforementioned: happy con- 
clusion (details of which can- 
not be discussed wuthout giv- 
ing away too much of the 
movie). One also keeps wait- 
ing for Tom terrific to jump 
up on a slab of rubble and 
begin talking about the histo- 
ry of psychology, or actress 
Katie Holmes to suddenly 
appear at his side. 

Overall, an enjoyable film, 
as long as you don't think too 
much, but not one of 
Spielberg's best

In adapting the '60s sit 
com for the big screen, the 
Ephrons (Delia as 
director/writer and Nora as 
writer) have come up with a 
idea that's admirable - an 
updated, version of 
"Bewitched" is in the works, 
with a real-life witch playing 
Samantha. You have to give 
them credit for at least try- 
ing something different. 

In execution, though, the 
premise feels too cutesy - as 
does the performance from 
Kidman, who's more than 
capable of comedy but is too 
substantial an actress for the 
dippy-fluffy routine she's got 
working here. It doesn't help 
that she and Ferrell, as the 
actor \playing Darrin, have 
zero chemistry with each 
other. 

Kidman plays Isabel 
Bigelow, a naive(and good) 
witch who wants to give up 
her supernatural powers for 
mortal life. 

Ferrell plays Jack Wyatt, 
a washed-up actor looking 
for a comeback by starring 
as Darrin on the new 
"Bewitched." (He actually 
does his best work in the film 
at the beginning, when he's 
unshaven, insecure and with- 
drawn, and nervously meet- 
ing with the TV show's execs 
for the first time.) 

Jack spots Isabel in a 
bookstore and notices her 
twitching her upturned, 
Elizabeth. Montgomeryesque 
nose. He's instantly drawn to 
Isabel as the ideal person to 
play his TV wife; of course, 
he has no clue she rez 
witch, and figures she's 
an innocent girl he can 
upstage. Meanwhile, she's 
instantly, inexplicabl it- 
ten with Jack, despite his 
obvious smarminess 

The film then gets into old 
cliches, including a montage 
set to 70s music. The premise is 
original, but not much else is.

school, to see for themselves 
where the proposed changes 
are to be made. 

“Because of a State 
Moratorium through Fiscal 
Year 2007, the option to build 
a new high school is not pos- 
sible at this time. Once the 
moratorium is lifted, there 
will still be a projected five 
year delay for a project of 
this magnitude, prolonging 
the project a total of seven 
years. 

“The current facility will 
not meet our needs for these 
next seven years,’ said 
McGrath. 

“A Tewksbury Memorial 
High School Facilities 


Subcommittee was formed in 


December 2003 under the 
authorization of the School 
Committee. The subcommit- 
tee has determined proposed 
renovations to the high 
school which will meet the 
needs of the instructional 
program and also aid in the 
accreditation process that 
the high school will soon be 
undergoing. 

“Accreditation, said 
McGrath, ‘is required for stu- 
dent acceptances at colleges 
and universities. 

“McGrath’s primary rea- 
son for seeking accreditation 
is to benefit the thousands of 
children who will be educat- 
ed in the building. Property 
values, McGrath reminded 
those in attendance, are 
directly related to accredita- 
tion. 

“As part of the renova- 
tions, the Science 
Department is slated to 
receive two new labs and a 
classroom. A new wood floor 
is planned for the gymnasi- 
um as the current floor, 
installed in 1991, has far out- 
lived its life expectancy of 
ten years. 

“Computer Technology is 
also slated for improvements. 

“The current inventory is 
inadequate to support the 
instructional _ program,’ 
McGrath said. 

“The library and locker 
rooms are ticketed for 
upgrades, and worn out 
classroom furniture, much of 
which is original pieces, is 
targeted for replacement. 

“Additional improvements 
will come in the form of 
internal and external traffic 


patterns. Additional parking 
outside and larger passage- 
ways to accommodate the 
ever increasing number of 
students are needed. 

“McGrath stated that 
these improvements would 
not be money wasted. 

“We endeavored to avoid 
expending money that would 
be wasted in the event of a 
new high school in the 
future’ said McGrath. 

“Many of the new pro- 
posed improvements could be 
transferred to another facili- 
ty in the event of construc- 
tion of a new high school. 

“Projected costs for the 
new improvements are just 
over $2 million. 

“Two million-dollars for 
the next seven years is not a 
bad deal,’ said McGrath...”

immigrants have limited 
English-speaking skills. 

The share of immigrants 
who fit into this category 
increased from 17.5 percent 
in 1980 to 21.5 percent in 2000, 
equating to nearly 100,000 im- 
migrants with limited Eng- 
lish-speaking abilities 

The ability to speak En- 
glish proficiently has turned 
into the new fault line, divid- 
ing those who enjoy econom- 
ic success from those who do 
not 

The report also found that 
an immigrant who speaks 
only English inside the home 
earns times as much as 
one who does not speak En- 
glish as proficiently. 

“Massachusetts is experi- 
encing a significant immi- 
gration boom,” explained Ian 
Bowles, President and CEO 
of MassINC.

When the “cool” 
setting ‘is| selected, a fan 
cools the gun to a set tem- 
perature and the gun auto- 
matically turns off. 


Using a Digital Heat Gun 
to Remove Paint 
The most common use for 
a heat gun involves stripping 
paint, which would other- 
wise become a time-consum- 
ing and inefficient process. 
Using a heat gun heats up 
the nainted surface: causing 
the paint to soften to the 
point where it can be scra- 


come rubbery and some may 
require even more heat. 

While working with sever- 
al layers of paint, it speeds 
up the scraping process to 
heat the surface thoroughly, 
all the way to the wood. Then 
all the layers can be'scraped 
away at once. 

A soft wire brush may be 
the best tool for very intri- 
cate surfaces. 

When using a heat gun, 
move it slowly and ‘steadily 
forward at an angle to the 
surface, pointing the nozzle 
in the direction of motion. 
This will allow the user to 
safely scrape outside the hot 
air stream, while keeping 
the scraped surface cooler.
